in Perſons, States, Countries, or Con'e- 
deracics- | 

2. The Duke of Savvy, 2s he has been 
faithſuBy and conftantly true to his Allies; 
ſo he has been faithfully, and [ b-lieve, ef-- 

rauilly ſupported and upply'd by the 
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Confederates. They have not v 
form'd Conditions with-him, ethrn Mag 
ſtances connd-r'4 even beyond ExpeRa- 
tion, have mid! frequenr and powerful 
Additions to their Rtipulated Aids 

And his Hiz,hneis has frequently acknow- 
ledg'd ir,particularly tothe Queen of Exg- 
lard, and the States of Holand. 

And that I may not boaft of what has no 
Evidence in it, let any Man look back into 
the Care taken of him from hence in the 
Impotence and Uncertain:y of the Impe- 
rial Councils, and when the Germen Empire 
was not in 4d Co: dition to mointain its Foot- 
ing in /rtly Let them examioe the (eve - 
ral Tre-ries, which the King of Prufſiz, ſec- 
tld and obtain'd by the Wiſdom and Pru- 
dence «ft his Grace the Dake of AMaribo- 
rough; by which Aſhfitance of th; Pruſſjens, 
the Aﬀair was ſupported laſt Year, and it 
i* had not been ſo, muſt have ſunk quite 
down, and the Duke of Sgvay been quite 
ruin'd, before this glorivus Turn of &ffairs 
had happen'd to reftore him. P 

Theſe Reliet-, howeverſappearing at laft 
inſufficient, new Treaties have been carry'd 
on in Favour cf the Duke of Sevoy, with 
the Elettor Palatine for 7000 Men, with 
the Landgrave of Z7-ſſ# for 10000 Mzn, and 
Money borrow'd in England for the Pay and 
Furniſhing theſe Armies. 

The Reputation gain'd by the Duke of 
S4v0) in this Caſe, is not greater as to his 
faithful Adherence to his Allies, than the 
Reputatiun of the Allies js alſo rais'd. in 
their Diligence and,Care to uphold and tup- 
port the Duke of Savoy ; by tbis, the Prin- 
ces and States of Europe will be egcourag'd 
on all occaſions to d:zpend upen the puns 
ual Compliance with Treaties, and the 
powerful- Aſſiflance of. ſuch Porentates as 
are not only able to and by them, but 
that never forſake- them in their Diftceſs, 
nor abate th» Vigour of their Endeavours 
for their R liek. : 

The Duke of Szvox is a remarkable In«- 
Ruoce of the Honour and pnaQual Regard, 
which the Engliſh and Dutch mamntain with: 
their Alliesz how ſafe it is co. relye on 
them, how certain they are to be reliev'd 
chit truſt them, and how efſeftually they;
